WILDLIFE CONSERVATION IN THE POST-WAR WORLD

The war cost us muchin the wayof natural
resources, The train loads of iron, copper,
magnesium, and coal that went into the manu-
facture of ships and guns and tanks and air-
planes--many left on foreign soils or lying
at the bottom of the seven seas; the millions

' of barrels of precious oil that had tobe burn-

ed to keep the vast military machine moving--

these resources are gone--and are irreplaceable, Fish and wildlife fared
better than some of our other resources, according to Director Albert
M. Day of the Fish and Wildlife Service in his address given at the 12th
North American Wildlife Conference at San Antonio, Texas, February 3,

1947.
